Crew, many of you offered up fine suggestions for the 
aforementioned insulators. Yeah, I've used rope, 
rubber, plastic, etc... I've taped, I've wrapped 
and what not to make folded dipoles, phasing line etc. 


Just like I like to use screws instead of nails: It's 
a heck of a lot easier to remove or change something 
if you are experimenting. 


The "Field Friendly Dipole" compendium ariticle was 
particularly interesting in that you could have, say, 

200 feet of wire (Like the NERDS contest :), and without 
threading thru a single hole, build the open wire doublet 
as you go. You see, these insulators utilize slots to 
easily slide the wire into. 


Construction of the Ladderline insulator and Center insulator 
is identical. But the center insulator is simply wired a 
little differently with one extra turn from the angled cut 

to the slot cut. 


I know some of my friends can't browse the web so I'm sharing 
a little ascii drawing attempt here: (Use fixed-width Font please)

Note slot 1 is the slot at the ends, slot 2 is the slotted ones. 


For the Center insulator the TX line enters slot 1, exits slot 2, 
enters slot 1 again, and exits slot 2 and becomes one leg of 
the dipole. Repeat other side. 


For the Ladder line. Just go in one slot and out the other. 


Thickness? Take 7 inch thinwall pvc pipe, slice lengthwise into 
4 sections. You now have 4, 7 inch slightly curved section of 
pvc strips. Hacksaw the slots carefully and you have it.

Another MAJOR FLARE (X-class) event occured today on the sun. As this 
area is approaching the center longitude of the sun, we can expect 
impact from this later in the week, perhaps serious.

True. Especially the words your brain can already recognize easily. 

I listen to the the high speed CW ops on 20m and 40m regularly. I 

can copy them comfortable at up to 35 wpm in my head. I found lots 

of enjoyable stories between high speed ops to listen to every day. 
One thing I found out (since I also listen to code tapes I generated 
from news article found on the internet) that my ability to copy fast 
code in my head drops dramatically when I listen to the news article 
for the first time. I am lucky if I can sustain a 28 wpm copying a 
message which I do not know anything about its content or words 

which I don't hear often on the air. 


Although I have listening to random-content high speed CW code every 
day for the last 8 months, I am still not any closer to my goal of 
copying random 35 wpm code in my head. I guess I can not really 

say that one can copy xx wpm in one's head unless one can 
demonstrate the ability to handle anything thrown at him/her 

at that speed... 


How do you old timers do it? 


>The real downside of copying in your head is that you loose the 
>ability to put it on paper if you have to. 


That is why I have so much trouble to copy QTHs which I am not 
familiar with now (since retiring the the pencil 8 months ago) - 

The ones which I can not really form a word in my head (non-English 
QTHs), but is a bit to fast to scrible down...hi..hi (an inline tape 
recorder really helps me out quite a few times)

>>would adjust the bare winding until I got the frequency coverage I wanted,

Hi Elmer 101 folks. 


I've just got the Freq Mite installed in my SW-40+ and it works very well. 
Now I have something else that is attracting my attention. 


When I tune in a station that I want to talk to, I "zero beat" the 
station by matching the frequency of the tone that I hear him at with the 
frequency that I hear when I transmit. I believe this puts me right on 
his frequency. I hear him approximately 800 Hz above his "zero" and then 
when 

I transmit, the transmitter frequency is pulled DOWN by 800 Hz, resulting 
in the 800 Hz tone that I hear. Is this correct? 


My problem is that this tone is a little too high for me. I don't think it 
is really 800 Hz in my rig , but probably more like 1000Hz. I would like to 
lower it a little. 


As I understand it, the tone that I hear is the difference between the 
frequencies generated by U3 and U5. The large size of RFC2 (22 UH) is 
enough to pull the frequency of the transmit down. I assume that I can 
lower the tone by reducing the amount of the transmit "pull down". Thus, I 
think it will work to just reduce the effective size of RFC2. Does this 
make 

sense? 


I probably will try adding another 22 uH choke in parallel with 
RFC2 to reduce the effective inductance to 11 uH. This may be too much. 


Any thoughts?

Many thanks to all who replied to my question. Sorry I haven't been able to 
respond to each of you. 


I realized from the responses that I needed to clarify some points in my 
original post: 


1. The "magnet" wire is actually 14 ga wire used to wind motors. It has a 
tough varnish finish but I have no idea how much insulation it provides at 
high voltages. 


2. I intend to use separate feeds for each antenna so only one would be 
active at a time. I just wanted to get an idea of the interaction of a 
passive antenna with an active one. The idea of suspending both antennas 
from one rope arose because of my wish (need?) for a 40m antenna and my 
lack of good antenna locations. 


3. I thought about various launching schemes for the rope but the tree is 
at the front of the house not too far from a neighbour's house, truck, etc. 
You get the picture . . . Safer to put a ladder up into the tree. 


In any event, the consensus seems to be that a two dipole scheme will work 
but it's necessary to keep a good separation between the antennas, 
especially at the ends. I'll let the list know how it works if and when I 
get around to putting them up.

Hello group - 


Users of the WIN98 operating system may be unaware of the fact that the 
default e-mail program, "Outlook Express", is set up to send HTML 
information (such as a web page address in a signature file) in HTML format. 


I was unaware of this myself, until it was pointed out to me. So, until the 
"Just the facts Mam" mode of sending E-mail on the QRP-L is changed, here is 
the step by step process to change your e-mail from HTML to plain text: 


Most people automatically save "sent" mail to their Address Book. If this 
is the case for you, do the following - 


a. Click on the Address Book. 
b. Look for the "Low Power Amateur Radio Discussion" listing, and double 
click 
on it. 
c. When the file comes up for this Address, click on the "Send E-mail using 


Plain Text". 
d. Click "OK" on the lower right of the record, and then exit the Address 
Book. 


This process should eliminate any HTML formatting going out on the QRP-L, 
however your other mail will continue to show HTML information should you 
wish to do so. 


Also, if you have any JUNO users in your address book, you should change the 
Address Book listing for those folks to Plain Text as well.

Pat: I've had mixed results with parallel dipoles fed with a single feed 
line. I built one for 20 and 15 that worked great. I separated the the two 
antennas by about 2 inches using spreaders made from clothes pins and cable 
ties. I got a good match on both bands (even though I've seen articles 
saying that this won't work because 20 and 15 are not harmonically related). 
One good idea I came across: On the lower dipole, let the last few inches 
of the end of the antenna hang a bit further away from the main supporting 
dipole. That's the high voltage point and you wnt to minimize capacitive 
coupling. 


I recently tried a 40-30-20 arrangement, with dismal results. Tuned up 
fine on 40, but not very well on 30 or 20. My Palomar noise bridge showed 
the antennas to be resonant at the desired frequencies, but SWR was near 
3:1. Note: With this model the antennas were much closer together than they 
were with the 20-15 device mentioned above. That might have contributed to 
my woes. 


Good luck. Get a slingshot and some appropriately sized fishing weights. 
Shoot in the early hours of the morning so as to avoid hitting innocent 
bystanders. >

well being my ts570 will operate at 5 watts I guess it can fit in 
here<grin>. I am having a rather odd problem that I thought I would share 


with the Qrp and Kenwood reflectors in hope a solution can be found. 

I just got my 570 back and it had the 'G' upgrade which seems to have added 
some nice features for cw operation. However, a very nasty problem has 
shown up and I don't know if this has anything to do with the upgrade or not. 
I have a 40m hamstick diple in my attic. I have used that antena for quite 
a while now on both my Kenwood 570 and Sierra. I hooked the 570 up 
lastnight to play a bit and found that when I tuned over to 7.115 where I 
like to operate, I could not get the tuner in the 570 to tune my diple. 

I tried other freqs and found (yes shame on me, but don't tell please) I 
couldn't tune the antena on any freq above 7.038. i then connected the 
Sierra and using my LDG qrp tuner, able to tune the diple on 7.115 or 
whereever I chose. I went into the attic to see if the antena had fallen or 
some other situation changed that might affect things. A big no! 

Now previous to the upgrade of the 570, I had not one problem tuning the 
antena. Does anyone have any clues at all. I was tempted to just go ahead 
and use the 570 anyway, but figured best not until I knew what was 
happening. Now I will say one thing. 

Seems that preior to the upgrade if the tuner couldn't make a match it 
would continue clicking and clacking, but begin beeping to say "hey can't 
do this" now it just clicks once and sends "swr" in cw. 

Really annoyed about this. What else does this 'G' upgrade change that 
maybe wasn't made clear.

Close proximity dipoles will work, but should be kept separated by at 
least a few inches, and preferable by about a foot. You can make cheap 
spacers out of light 1/2" CPVC (the lightest of the PVC family). Tune the 
higher frequency first, as it will have more of an effect upon the lower 
frequency dipole than the other way around. 


Of course, you can also connect these dipoles to the same center insulator 
and use one feedline. With careful pruning, none of the performance 
characteristics will differ significantly from having the two on separate 
feedlines.

This is a very interesting subject... 


One feedline... maybe two, or even three bands... perhaps 
four bands !!! 
BUT... you do need to follow certain important rules of the 


antenna game... 

There is a well known fact about mutual coupling, there is even 
one patent devoted to close coupled resonator antennas... 
Which is only the nice words for an antenna for the lower 
frequency fed with energy for all the frequencies involved, and 
then having one, two or even five more antennas in close 
proximity so that they will radiate at their resonant frequency. 
In other words, you feed the 40 meter dipole, and install in 
close proximity say a 30 meter, and a 20 meter dipole... They 
are both full length half wave dipoles, but no feedline is 
connected to them, that means that they are not interrupted 
by a center insulator. 

The "trick" is that at a certain specific separation from the 
"fed" dipole, the coupled resonator will be so well "coupled" 
that it will present an appropiate impedance match.. 

You can avoid the calculations, by just feeding the two or 
three dipoles from the same feedline, but then you will 

have to follow certain minimum separation rules, and take 
into account mutual impedance etc... That is that you must 
start tuning up the system in a certain sequence, because 
everything inter-acts !!! 

Here is what I here at CO2KK... 

1. Install a 20 meter band dipole made of no 14 or 12 bare 
copper wire... use 50 ohm line and a 1 to 1 balun... 

2. After this antenna is working OK, something you can 

tell by the less than 1.5 to 1 SWR at the center of the 
band.... then 

3. Install a 15 meter dipole, connected in pararell with the 
20 meter antenna, but separated from it no less than 6 inches 
or 15 centimeters, using appropiate spreaders... 

4. Resonate the 15 meter dipole until less than 1.5 to 1 

SWR at 21.15 mHz ( I seldom move higher than 21.325 so 

don't need the high frequency end) 

5. Check the 20 meter antenna... if need be, you can add 

a little length or cut a little length, depending on what happens 
to the SWR on 20 meters. With well separated antenna, at 

6 inches apart, interaction is almost insignificant... 

7. IF need be, I may add a 12 or 10 meter band antenna, 
following the same procedure... 

8. In actual practice , systems with 3 pararell fed dipole 
prove to be the limit for something that can be adjusted 


9. Try to have the antenna at least 0.15 wavelength above 
ground for the lower frequency in use... 0.25 wavelength 

is much better !!! 

Hope this helps... you can of course experiment with the 
close coupled resonator approach... it certainly works, and 
you save soldering three heavy no 14 copper wires together 

to the center insulator and the balun !!! 

Same process applies for 0.24 wavelength high verticals, 
except ground system variations make things a little 

bit more difficult ... 

If you really want to save time, and coax... just install one 
of my broadband center fed dipoles using 400 ohm homebrew 
pararell open wire feedline... if you are rich and have a lot 
of coax, then use my favorite shielded pararell line... two 
coax cables , in which you connect the center conductors 

to each side of the dipole, tie the braids at the antenna end 
together and leave it floating... no connection. Then at the 
transmitter end , usually at the antenna tuner, you connect 
the two center conductors to a 4 to 1 balun, tie the shields 
together and connect the shields to the station ground system 


via a 100 ohm 2 watt resistor... If you use 75 ohm coax, you 
will be the proud owner of a 150 ohm shielded pararell 
transmission line.... quite a nice line indeed ! 

This "open wire, but not open wire line" can go into the shack 
just like another coax cable... but it will behave like 

a symmetrical transmission line ... Expensive... perhaps, 

at least more expensive than the standard open wire line, 

but very effective and shielded... dipoles like it, as it is 
certainly balanced...Also find no TVI with it, even in urban 
areas... which is not the case with the true open wire when 


slight unbalances due to close proximity of objects may 
make the line radiate ....

Back in Jul 82 QST, there was a project called the K6BSU Touch 
Keyer. It used LM311 comparators for detection of the touching and TTL 
digital circuits for the element timing. It was not the first such 
project, though - in Oct 69, the Gimmicks and Gadgets column offered the 
Touch To Talk project using hollow state (an OA4G) and a relay to 
substitute in place of a straight key. 


I have thought about building up one of L. B.'s infrared versions (Feb 92 
for the straight key, Jul 93 for the keyer), but I doubt my woodworking 
skills would be up to it. 


How's this for a suggestion: Metal finger pieces (thimbles, perhaps?) 


with small wires attached, used in conjunction with a flat metal surface 
(grounded) to tap out the code? You'd need a couple of debounce 
circuits, of course, but it seems the simplest way to go (so why haven't 
I done it yet? :-)

Ok, got really curious after receiving a couple of messages from folk on 
my tuner issue. WE11 first let me say that the folk at Kenwood SErvice 
Center East are just the greatest folk to deal withh. Had a great lengthy 
conversation with a gent there who gave me the poop on my problem. 

Seems and well let me also admitt that I really do have a lot to learn 
about antena systems. I found that like most internal tuners, they handle 
small matches and generally won't deal with more than a 2.5 or 3 to 1 swr. 
In the 570D version the tuner would tune the antena at ten watts and then 
you start cranking 100 in the voltages get really wild and things tend to 
blow. WE11 luckily for me I never ran the rig more than 25 watts. In any 
case they simply won't allow the tuner to tune anything at all if the match 
is way out there. 

Also, a little plug for the 570. Man the break-in is unreal. You can hear 


the dits and dash between whatever your sending. Wow! the 'G' may have been 
worth it afterall. 

So, one thing is I need to find an accessible swr meter because without 
such a unit I'll have to drop cash on a tuner that doesn't care what it 
sees. I really hate to do that, but if I am I suspect the only tuner easy 
for me to use would be the LDG qro tuner. I don't know of any other 
automatic tuners. So, that or I'll have to trash my current antana and work 
up something better or find someone who has the time and the meter to 
adjust the hamstick dipole so it will work. 

So, that's the deal. WE11 guess in the end although it blew my mind, it is 
a saving grace. Now to get on with seriously learning inductance, 
Capacidence, and antena systems.

Along the lines of touch keyers... 


There was thread on ttis topic several years ago on qrp-l. My comments on the 
subject of "touch Keyers" was extracted and reproduced in MIke C's Technical 
Topics column in QRP Quarterly. In short, most touch keyers rely on: 


a.) picking up 60 Hz hum when a high-impedance amplifier is touched by a human 
finger (although I suppose an ape fingwer would work just as well) 


b.) detecting a finger touch by having the finger bridge a fine gap between 
conductors on the paddle surface. 


My conclusion was that both depend too much on the surroundings (ie humidity, 
presence of RF, presence or lack theroef of ac fields) to be repeatable. 


On the other hand there xarex some true capacitive designs based on the fact 
that a finger touch will add capacitance to a metal contact on a paddle. This 
approach is much less subject to environmental and skin resistance variations. 


Hmmm, I smell another project coming...

First of all, you'll find that the enamel on your magnet wire will virtually 


disappear 

in a very short time span and the two dipoles will indeed short together, 
thus rendering 

a 40M dipole (since the shorter 30M dipole will electrically "disappear") 


Secondly, you'll find that magnet wire is usually too soft for use in 
reliable antenna 


structures; it stretches like crazy, and more often than not, B-R-E-A-K-S! 


The timing 


of the failure is unpredictable, but I can assure you it will happen just as 


you 
break through the pileup to work that "rare one"! 


There are a couple of alternatives: 


a. Consider a single dipole element, cut for 40M, and install traps for 
30M. That way, you'll only need one "set" of wires, and you can use 


a single feedline (coax or ladder line) for both bands -- automatic 
switching, by the way, ‘cause of the traps in each leg. 


b. Construct the longest dipole element (40M) and immediately be- 
neath it, support the 30M element using small-diameter PVC pipe 
sections to keep the 30M wire separated from the 40M wire by 
say, about an inch. "The ol’ multi-band dipole trick" as described 
in nearly every amateur radio handbook (you DO have a "Handbook" 
don't you?). 


PVC "spacers" can be easily made by drilling holes at the ends of 

each short piece of pipe just large enough to pass the antenna wire 

diameter used for each band (40M and 30M). String these spacers 

on each half of the 40M element, spaced out along each element about 

every four or five feet. As you place the first spacers on the 40M 
ele- 

ment, you can ALSO string the 30M element wires through the holes 

at the OTHER end of each spacer. 


Voila! A dual-band antenna that works great!

My RX-320 came yesterday and I've had a couple of hours to play with it 
since. Of course, the first thing I did was remove the top and bottom 
covers and see what is inside. The cabinet is divided into two compartments. 
On top is the RF board and below is the DSP board. Both of these boards are 
very well made with a bunch of surface mount stuff on one side and the thru- 
hole stuff on the other, over a ground plane. Without surface mount, this 
would be a 

MUCH bigger gadget. The construction quality is first rate and it feels 
strong, 

like a metal brick. 


Unlike all the other T-T things I've owned, this one has no schematic or 
technical 

documentation. It really is a "black box" for listening. And listen it 
does! It 

is no match for the Corsair II on CW/SSB on 40M in the evening (not a 
surprise), 

but it is surprisingly good in heavy QRM and QRN. I think an RF gain 
control or 

an attenuator would be handy, but I got along without it. I would say that 
it isa 

better CW/SSB radio than an Argo 509 or Triton, so it is perfectly useable. 


I bought it mostly as an AM/SWL radio, and it really is great at "program 
listening". 


The DSP must kill all the heterodynes, because there were no whistles from 
nearby 

carriers, and the recovered audio is very clear. These is no speaker built 
into 

the unit, so I tried several speakers and headphones plugged into the 
headphone jack. 

Headphones need some series resistance (something <100 ohms, depending on 
the phones) 

to not be overpowered. 


T-T expects most users to use the line-level output jack and a cable is 
included to 

connect this to the line-input jack on your soundcard or stereo. I tried 
this and 

it works fine, but I like the sound of the direct speaker better because my 
soundcard 

adds too much bass to everything. 


The software is very easy to use and installed for me with no problems. 
The spectrum scope 

mutes the radio when it sweeps a range of frequencies, so you can't really 
see what you are 

hearing, but this and all the other features are done in software, so I 
expect improvements 

over time. T-T says that sofware updates will be available for download 
via their web page. 


Overall, I think that T-T has done a wonderful job here, and I can see that 
I'm going to 
have a lot of fun with my new toy.

The final design of the NorCal 20 should be completed this week. Dave has 
been working very hard on the AGC and has it finished now. He will layout 
the new board in the next couple of days, then we will build 3 more 
prototypes. If there are no problems, we will be able to go to final board 
production. But, we are at a point where I can and have started to order 
some parts. Have you ever ordered 17000 toroids? There will be 14 in each 
unit, but we got some price breaks by ordering 5000 of certain values. I am 
curious as to how much 17000 toroids will weigh. Anybody have an idea? 
There are 6000 137-2, 5000 137-6, 5000 FT37-43 and 1200 T50-7's. Might be 
neat to see who can be the first to post to the list the total weight. 


Also, I drove over to San Jose Sunday, and Dave designed and built a crystal 
test unit out of Solid State Design. It not only measures the frequency but 
also shows relative crystal activity. I have it figured that I have 41 more 
hours of matching crystals to go. Grin. Each rig has 7 crystals and we 
ordered 8500 in order to assure that we have enough to match them to 50 Hz. 
The process is as follows: 


1. Insert crystal into crystal socket. (Made from a 3 pin sip strip, from 
an idea that I first saw used by Denis Englander.) 


2. Observe relative activity of crystal. We have set the meter to show mid 
scale for high activity. 


3. Let the Frequency Counter settle down for the same reading for about 5 - 
10 seconds. Using the Heath 2410 counter that K5FO found for me at Dayton. 
If you guys see one of these at a flea market, grab it. 


4. Read the frequency, and put the crystal in a bin marked in 50 Hertz 
increments, i.e. 
000-050, 051-100, 101-150, etc. 


5. When I stop for the night, I put the crystals in envelopes in groups of 
7. 


The process involves turning on the Frequency counter and letting it warm up 
for 1 hour before I start the process. Also, I will have crystals left over 
at each session as they don't always wind up in multiples of 7. These I 
retest when I start the next session. This way I know that all crystals are 
matched to the same conditions. Dave Meacham and Dave Fifield both assisted 
in the development of this testing method. I am just the monkee doing the 
work.

But Ed, for those of us who ALREADY HAVE a '2020 what choice is there? You 
can do two-well... three if you want to count ‘doing nothing'-... two 
things: 1) You can upgrade the rig to no-chirp, plus whatever other small 
things were mentioned; or, 2) You can sell it. 


Is fixing the chirp putting bad money after whatever/good/bad/??? For me, 
an emphatic NO. I liked the '2020 before I bought it; I liked it after I 
bought it; I don't like the chirp, but that is literally my only complaint. 


So, otherwise, I STILL like it. The overload business is as much pilot 
error as anything 90% of the time. I have spent MANY hours coming to that 
conclusion, and as I have said over and over, it wasn't but $625, and 
WITHOUT THE CHIRP, it is a heck of a rig for $625. Obviously I have no 
intention of selling mine. 


That leaves DOOR #2: the Extended Warranty. Well... my personal feeling is 
that charging $90 for an “upgrade" that simply corrects a deficiency or 
two-as opposed to upgrades that are a company's response to user 
suggestions-charging for this is outragious. BUT what choice is there? Cut 
off my nose to spite my face and do nothing-keeping the chirp, or selling a 
rig I otherwise like very much? Hardly. Not get the 3 year warranty, but 
just the $90 upgrade? MAYBE-but it seems to me that if SOMETHING were to 
happen during the 3 years, that $40 would get made up for REAL quick! 


Where this leaves us all, with regard to SGCs customer policies, should 
come aS no Surprise to any of us. I said weeks ago they seem to be in it 
for the money, and we QRPers are not "the money"... we are just a little 
MORE money. 


So, yes I'll get my ‘2020 upgraded, and since I happen to have one that 
works VERY well, I will perforce hope and pray it returns in that 
condition... minus the chirp. That's worth the $90 or $140 to me. But I 
think none of us will forget the manner with which we have been forced into 
the extra expense (this makes it REALLY a ~$750 rig doesn't it-still not 
bad... but certainly not up front either.) And I think that in the future 
we'll all weigh these factors before future SGC purchases.

Could I replace the final mixer, the crystal filter and the log detector 
by a AD608 and a standard 10.7mhz filter?

This is a chip with an onboard mixer, preamp and log detector as well as a 
limiter. Input, -95 to -15 dbm. 


I could use a standard 10.7Mhz that I have in my junkbox. This would also 
reduce the number of stages. I would not have a choice for a filter 

but building it might be simpler. Integrating three boards together. 

The Log board, 2nd LO and 2nd mixer board and 10mhz filter board all on one 
board. 


What about a single conversion scheme with a LO going from 10.7 up? 
I know that this is an excellent design (for its cost). How about a progressive 
design that could be built part by part and tested progressively. (similar to a 


DC receiver becoming a heterodyne by adding stages)
